Ind in the meane tyme, her mateſtie wylleth 
and commaundeth all maner her officers, of all townes, burghes, cities, poꝛtes, and all other landyng places within 
any of her dom intons, that they do cauſe all and euery perſon bozne vnder any part of the obedience of the ſayd kyng 
of Spaxne, 02 lyuyng in his countreps and pzofeſſyng obedience to the ſayd kyng, and their goodes, marchaundizes, 
dippes, and veſſels, to be arrefted and ſtayed, to be foozth commyng and aunſwerable, aſwell foz the indemnitie of 
ter wauefties ſubtectes alredy, without any iuſt cauſe deteyned, as ſoꝛ other neceflarie conſequencies: and that alſo 
in all tou nes, hauens, and dwellyng places, where any marchauntes bozne oz pzofeſſyng the obedience of the ſayde 
ng, walt e founde to be ſuſpected foz conuertyng 02 conueying of their goodes, by any maner of fraude oꝛ colour of 
bargayne, from the arreſt and ſeaſure therof: there the pꝛincipall officers of that towne oꝛ place, with alliſtaunce of 
others Juſtices of peace, Mal pꝛoceede to the inquiſition therof by all maner good meanes, and ſhalcommit to warde 
Auel the parties, of what nation ſoeuer they be, that haue oꝛ ſhalbe pꝛiuie oꝛ aydyng to any fraudulent colouryng.

Her mateftie was firſt intourmed by ber 
officers in certatne her poztes in the welt countrey of this talme. that thzee oz foure ſmall barkes, called Zabzas, 
were come out of Spayne into certayne portes there, hauing in them a quantitic of money belonging to ſundzy 
marchauntes of Italie and the lo we countrers. and that diuers Oippes of Fraunce in warltkemaner were vpon the 
(ame coaltes,attending to ſurpztſe the layde SpantHe veſſels and treaſure, if they ſdoulde paſſe to the ſeas, and that 
{t was allo to be feared, that they wouldeenter into the very poztes, and take them away by fozce. wherevpon her 
maieftie did lende rate commaundement by ſpeciall letters, to all the poꝛtes in thoſe nett partes, that the mar- 
chauntes and owners of thote vellels oulde haue knowledge thereof, and that they and all other the kyng of 
Spaynes ſubtcctes,ſhould be aſſiſted and defended againf the attemptes of the Frenche,by all meanes poſſible, Ifter 
which done, the DpaniHe ambaſladour here now reſident, made like requeſt to haue newe oꝛder foz mayntenaunce 
and alliſtaunce of the ſapde veſlels and treaſure againſt the ſayd Frenche, whiche was alſo graunted to hym, and ſe- 
verall letters pattentes to that effect were deliuered to his owne meſſengers. Ind a whyle after this, he requiring 
of the Dueenes maieſtie. to vnderſtande her pleaſure, whether (be woulde be content that the owners and conduc- 
ters of the lapde treaſure might be epther conducted by ſea oꝛ by lande to Douer, pzetending the money to apper- 
cayne to the kyng his maiſter : her mate die graunted to him, that whiche ſoeuer of theſe two wayes he would deſire, 
doulde be koozthwith directed fo; hym, whereof he thankedher mateſtie,ſaying that he woulde ſtay vntyll he might 
lende into the lowe countreps, and haue wozde from the Duke of Jlua, whiche of thoſe two wayes he would haue 
t tranſpozted, In the meane tyme, her ma;eſtie was infourmed that the Frenche had ſecretely in the night ei red 
mto one of her hauens in the wet, where the ſayde treaſure was, and had attempted the ſurpziſe thereof, but were 
onlyt repulſed by ſuche fozce as her maieſties officers had in redineſſe foz that purpoſe : a matter noto:tous to 
all the partes where the tayde ſhippes were aTaulted, and well repozted alſo to the ambaſſadour. ndherevpon, con- 
ſidering howe doub:full and therewith chargeable a matter it was, from tyme to tyme to pzeſerue the ſame lying a- 
bzode in the hauens: it was thought beſt eucn fo: the honour of the Realme,that the ſapde treaſure ſhoulde be taken 
on lande. and there ſafely pꝛeſerued in the ſight and pꝛeſence of thein that had the charge thereof, without touching 
0: withdzawing any part of the tame. Ind being then certapnely knowen to belong vnto marchauntes,it was alſo 
thought, aſter the due pꝛe eruation thereof from the perill of the ſeas, not an vnreaſonable motion, noꝛ againſt 
the honoꝛable vſage of pꝛinces in their owne dominions, to treate with the owners with their good contentation, 
and not otherwyſe,to bozowe it oꝛ ſome part therof, vpon lyke good aſſuraunce and conditions, as her maieſtie hath 
oltentymes bozowed of other marchauntes, ſubiectes to the ſayde kyng in his owne lowe countreps, and as other 
pzinces haue done lately in the very lyke caſes, The lyke maner was vſed towardes a ſhip lying neare Southamp- 
ton laden with wolles,and wherin alſo treaſure was, and in apparaunt daunger of Frenchmen houering vpon tyat 
coaſt, who had made great offers to the officers there,onlye to withdzawe their defence : foz whiche purpoſe, her ma- 
ieftie ſent her captayne of the Ille ol night fo: ſecuritie, to haue the ſame line wiſe pꝛeſerued from the Frenche, and 
to be taken on lande: as if it had not ben, the Frenche had taken it within foure and twentie houres after, whiche al- 
ſo was knowen to belong vnto marchauntes, and ſo is to be notozioully pzoued , Ind betoꝛe the ſayde captayne had 
taken care to ſee the ſame pꝛeſerued. it is knowen what ſummes of money were olfred to hym. to haue only left the 
ſbip whcrin the woolles were, after the money taken on land ,remayning to be vndefended: which the ſayd captayne 
woulde not ſuffer,but armed certapne ſouldiers to very great charges by ſea, whiche pzeſently yet do continue to 
garde the ſapde ſhip, And during this time, whyleſt this was in ozdering,the Spaniſde ambaſladour came to her ma- 
teſtie about the. xxix. of Pecember,bzyngyng with hym from the Duke of Jlua a ſhoꝛt letter,only of credence, ther- 
vpen required, that the veſlels and money ſtayed in the poꝛtes might be put to libertie, as belonging to the nen 7 his 
maiſter. To whom her maieſtie aunſwered,that be had in her doynges il it were the kynges) (ewed hym g eat
